o v er 10 city blo cks and cau sed 
m assiv e traffic backu p s in 
do wnto wn Ottawa 
Po lice said 
10.000 p erso ns 
to o k p art in the p arade. 
Hindreds o f city and p ro v in­ 
cial p o lice co rdo ned o ff the 
Kideau Clu b, where Ko sy gin 
lu nched with Prime Minister 
Pierre Ellio tt Tru deau 
Hu n 
dreds mo re, p lu s So v iet KGB 
men. ringed a fiv e-blo ck radiu s 
fro m the So v iet Embassy in 
p rep aratio n fo r the arriv al o f at 


least 110 bu slo ads o f p ro testers 
fro m o ther cities. 
The marchers cheered when a 
light 
p lane flew 
o v erhead 
trailing a sign reading "Let 
them liv e as Jews o r let them 
leav e"—a reference to alleged 
mistreatment o f Jews in the So ­ 
v iet Unio n. 
When Ko sy gin left the lu nch­ 
eo n. a sp attering o f ap p lau se 
fro m a small cro wd was min­ 
gled with ho o ts, jeers and 
chants. 
As the p arade fo rmed Tu es­ 
day mo rning, waiting fo r the 
call to march fro m the tradi­ 
tio nal ram ’s ho rn, Ko sy gin held 
ano ther ro u nd o f what were de­ 


scribed as so lidly bu sinesslike 
discu ssio ns with Tru deau and 
o ther Canadian leaders. 
On the p u blic fro nt, the o nly 
Canadians who seemed to take 
no tice o f the v isit were tho se 
with p ro tests to make and ax es 
to grind, and they hav e created 
a nightmare fo r bo th So v iet and 
Canadian au tho rities. 
Secu rity was v isibly far 
tighter Tu esday becau se o f the 
attem p t by a y o u ng Hu ngarian 
to assau lt Ko sy gin the day 
befo re. 
There hav e been no large 
cro wds o f well-wishers waiting 
to greet the v isito r in the first 
two day s o f his eight-day to u r. 


On the co ntrary , mo st who 
tu rned o u t seemed to be there 
no t to cheer bu t to jeer. 
The p ro tests may do g the trip 
in o ther cities. Bu slo ads o f p ro ­ 
testers already hav e been head­ 
ing to ward Mo ntreal, where 
Ko sy gin is du e Thu rsday fo r an 
o v ernight stay , and o ther dem­ 
o nstratio ns are p ro mised fo r 
Edmo nto n, Vanco u v er and To ­ 
ro nto . 
A ram ’s ho rn signaled the be­ 
ginning o f the Ottawa march. 
The p ro testers fo rmed u p be­ 
hind a gro u p o f rabbis and 
started to ward a semicircle o f 
sev eral hu ndred p o lice. 
Yo u ng 
p arade 
m arshals 


fo rmed a barrier in fro nt o f the 
p o lice to insu re no co ntact with 
the p ro testers. A sp rinkling o f 
y o u ng men carried blu e and 
white flags bearing a clenched 
fist inside a star-the insignia o f 
the militant, New Yo rk-based 
Jewish Defense Leagu e. 
Rabbi Meir Kahane, leader o f 
the leagu e, and six co mp anio ns 
were tu rned back to New Yo rk 
after arriv ing in Mo ntreal. 
Men with megap ho nes led 
chants-‘‘Let o u r p eo p le go ,” and 
“Free So v iet Jew ry .” Bu t the 
cro wd was mo re p icnic than 
p ro test in atmo sp here, desp ite 
the chant and the p lacards. The 
atmo sp here was friendly . 


One Mo ntreal-bo u nd co nv o y 
o f 55 bu ses was halted fo r a 
check by Qu ebec p ro v incial p o 
lice, who said they were tip p ed 
there were bo mbs abo ard No ne 
was fo u nd and the bu ses were 
p ermitted to go o n to Mo ntreal 
fo r what o rganizers say will be 
no nv io lent p ro tests against So ­ 
v iet treatm ent o f Jews. 


As Ko sy gin left his ho tel fo r 
his seco nd bu siness sessio n with 
Tru deau , abo u t 
50 Jewish 
y o u ths greeted him with chan­ 
ted slo gans. 


After his bu siness sessio n, 
Ko sy gin was taken to the swank 
Kideau Clu b, directlv acro ss the 


street 
fro m the 
Parliament 
Bu ilding. where he was ho st at a 
lu ncheo n fo r the Canadian 
p rime minister Again, in fro nt 
o f the clu b, there were p ickets, 
a relativ ely small kno t o f men 
with p lacards and chanted 
slo gans.

Ho u se Begins Debate 
On Alaskan Lands 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the p rice tag escalated fro m 
$7.2 millio n to $9 25 millio n, the 
Ho u se began debating Tu esday

o f Alaska nativ es 


The bill wo u ld p ay 55.000 Es- 
kimo s. Aleu ts and indians $425 
millio n in cash o v er a ten-y ear 
p erio d and $500 millio n in ro y ­ 
alties fro m mineral p ro du ctio n 
o n .Alaska p u blic lands It also 
wo u ld giv e them 40 millio n 
acres fo r v illage ex p ansio n 


The Ho u se is ex p ected to v o te 
Wednesday 
Pro p o nents o f the bill said 
that the federal administratio n 
o nce reco mmended settlement 
o f the land claims fo r $7.2 mil­ 
lio n. the amo u nt the United 


States p aid Ru ssia fo r Alaska in 
1867 
The p ro p o sed settlem ents 
grew mo re liberal du ring the 
q u arter-centu ry 
that 
land- 
claims bills hav e been befo re 
co ngressio nal co mmittees, said 
Rep 
Way ne N. Asp inall, D- 
Co lo u ntil the p resent adminis­ 
tratio n reco mmended $1 billio n 
and 40 millio n acres. 
Asp inall, chairman o f the In­ 
terio r Co mmittee which wro te 
the p resent Ho u se bill, said that 
the p ro p o sed settlement has 
no thing to do with Alaska o il 
p ro mo tio n. 
If Alaska nativ es went to 
co u rt with their claims, as In­ 
dians in the "lo wer 48 states’’ 
are do ing, Asp inall said, they 
co u ld p o ssibly receiv e mo re 
than the bill o ffers. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(A P )-Ja p a n ex p ressed fear 
Tu esday that the p ro p o sed ex ­ 
p u lsio n o f Natio nalist China 
fro m the United Natio ns wo u ld 
u p set a "fav o rable trend” in the 
p o litical atmo sp here o f the F ar 
East. 
Sp eaking as "a clo se neighbo r 
o f China,” Ja p a n’s fo rm er 
fo reign minister, Kiichi Aichi, 
jo ined the United States in u r­ 
ging that Red China be seated in 
the wo rld o rganizatio n with the 
Taiwan delegatio n remaining. 


He addressed the 13 1-natio n 
General Assembly as the China 
debate went thro u gh its seco nd 
day 
witho u t any 
su rp rise 
switches which might thro w 
light o n the o u tco me o f v o ting 
nex t week. 
The Jap anese no ted that the 
situ atio n in Asia “ seems to be 
u ndergo ing a change fo r the 
better,” bu t declared that ap ­ 
p ro v al o f the Albanian reso lu ­ 
tio n "wo u ld be likely to entail an 
abru p t change” in this delicate 
situ atio n. 


The Albanian p lan calls fo r 
seating the Peking go v ernment 
and o u tright ex p u lsio n o f the 
Natio nalists.

The White Ho u se sent legisla­ 
tio n to Cap ito l Hill that wo u ld 
ex tend fo r o ne y ear to Ap ril 30. 
19 73 , the Eco no mic Stabilizatio n 
Act under which Nix o n imp o sed 
the 9 0-day 
w age-p rice-rent 
freeze and the co ntro ls to fo l­ 
lo w. 
But Treasu ry Undersecretary 
Cha rles Walker to ld newsmen 
the o ne-y ear time limit do esn’t 
indica te the actu al length o f 
time the p o st-freeze co ntro ls 
will remain in effect. 
The co ntro ls will last as lo ng 
as ‘it takes to break the back o f 
inflatio nary ex p ectatio ns and to 
make meaningfu l p ro gress to 
bring do wn the co st o f liv ing. " 
Walker said. 
Nix o n has no p lans to clamp 
co ntro ls o n interest rates and 
div idends, he said, p o inting to 
what he called a "dramatic de­ 
cline” in interest rates. 
Altho u gh the co ntro ls o v er 
wages, p rices and rents bar 
them fro m rising any higher 
than their lev el o f May 25. 19 70. 
the bill do es no t u se that date o n 
interest rates and div idends as 
a ceiling. 
"Interest rates were clo sest 
to the highest lev el in 100 y ears 
at that tim e.’’ Walker said, the 
bill wo u ld emp o wer the Presi­ 
dent to stabilize interest rates 
and div idends at ‘‘lev els co n­ 
so nant with o rderly eco no mic 
gro wth.” 
In additio n, Walker said, the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Su p reme Co u rt agreed Tu esday 
to hear Cu rt Flo o d’s argu ment 
that p ro fessio nal baseball en­ 
slav es its p lay ers—a ju dicial 
mo v e which co u ld p o int the way 
to ending the ex emp tio n fro m 
antitru st laws no w enjo y ed by 
this sp o rts bu siness. 
Fo rm er Ju stice Arthu r J. 
Go ldberg will argu e fo r the o ne­ 
time all-star centerfielder at a 
hearing no w tentativ ely set fo r 
mid-Janu ary . A final ru ling is 
ex p ected by Ju ne. 
This is the first time in 18 
y ears that the co u rt has been 
willing to co nsider a legal at­ 
tack o n the stru ctu re o f p ro fes­ 
sio nal baseball. The sp o rt cu r­ 
rently enjo y s immu nity fro m 
bo th federal and state antitru st 
laws, an ex emp tio n the co u rt 
has been u nwilling to grant 
fo o tball, basketball o r any o ther 
p ro fessio nal sp o rt. 
Flo o d and Go ldberg center 
their attack o n the so -called 
‘‘reserv e sy stem,” which binds 
a p lay er to the team that ho lds 
his co ntract. Once a p lay er 
signs with a team, he can p lay 
o nly fo r that team u nless it 


cho ses to trade o r sell him. All 
clu bs u se the same co ntract. A 
balking p lay er has o nly the o p ­ 
tio n o f q u itting the game if he 
do es no t like co ntract terms. 
Flo o d calls this a fo rm o f slav e­ 
ry . 
Flo o d began the su it when the 
St. Lo u is Cardinals, fo r who m 
he had starred, swap p ed him in 
19 6 9 to the Philadelp hia Phillies 
in a m u ltip lay er deal. He 
refu sed to rep o rt and sat o u t the 
19 70 seaso n while two lo wer 
federal co u rts rejected his 
claim. 
Flo o d p lay ed briefly fo r the 
W ashingto n 
Senato rs 
last 
sp ring bu t with his skill dimin­ 
ished he abru p tly left the team 
and is believ ed to be liv ing no w 
in Majo rca, Sp ain. 
In o ther actio ns the Co u rt: 
—Granted a hearing to Mike 
Trbo v ich, the camp aign man­ 
ager fo r the late Jo sep h Yab- 
lo nski who is try ing to interv ene 
in a go v ernment su it that seeks 
to o v ertu rn the electio n o f W. A. 
“To ny ” Bo y le as head o f the 
United Mine Wo rkers. 
—Rejected an ap p eal by two 
men co nv icted last y ear in the 


dy namiting o f 32 Lo ngv iew, 
Tex ., scho o l 
bu ses u sed 
to 
transp o rt children u nder a fed­ 
eral desegregatio n o rder. Fred 
Hay es and Kenneth McMaster 
hav e been sentenced to 11 y ears 
in p riso n and $11,000 fines. 


—Tu rned do wn an ap p eal 
seeking to p u t fu neral ho mes 
within the reach o f federal anti­ 
tru st laws. A Lacey , Wash, 
ho me had claimed the Thu rsto n 
Co u nty co ro ner and two o ther 
ho mes were co nsp iring to div ide 
u p fu neral bu siness. 


In 1922 the co u rt decided 
baseball was essentially a sp o rt 
and no t an interstate bu siness 
bo u nd by the Sherman Antitru st 
Law. In 19 53 the Co u rt said any 
change in baseball’s statu s is u p 
to Co ngress. 
Flo o d and Go ldberg argu ed 
that ev en if the 1922 decisio n 
was co rrect, a series o f ev ents 
since 19 53 calls fo r a reex am ­ 
inatio n by the ju stices them ­ 
selv es. They no ted that the 
co u rt had p u t o ther sp o rts u nder 
antitru st laws and argu ed that 
the natu re o f baseball has u n­ 
dergo ne radical changes. 


Leslie C. Arends o f Illino is 
av erted a direct sho wdo wn by 
mo v ing that the Ho u se reject 
fiv e Senate amendments in­ 
clu ding the war amendment in a 
$21 -billio n weap o ns bill p u rely 
o n the gro u nd they v io lated 
Ho u se germaneness ru les. 
To day y o u ng Americans are 
getting their gu ts blo wn o u t in 
Vietnam,” said Rep . Charles W. 
Whalen Jr., R-Ohio , who had 
p lanned to mo v fo r the straight 
v o te. "And we’re sitting here in 
the 
Ho u se 
debating 
ge r­ 
maneness.” 
An effo rt to o v erride Arends 
with a p ro cedu ral mo tio n to 
p ermit the u p o r do wn v o te was 
rejected 215 to 19 2—and Ho u se 
leaders then called that v o te 
Ho u se rejectio n o f the six - 
mo nth deadline. 
So did the White Ho u se. Dep ­ 
u ty 
p ress 
secretary 
Gerald 
W arren to ld rep o rters that 
President Nix o n "ap p reciates 
the majo rity su p p o rt and v o te o f 
co nfidence fo r his initiativ es fo r 
p eace thro u gh nego tiatio n as 
rep resented by the 215-19 2 v o te 
to day .” 
Ho u se Armed Serv ices Chair­ 
man F. Edward Hebert, D-La., 
to ld newsmen that the v o te 
sends him to a Ho u se-Senate 
co mp ro mise co nference o n the 
$21 billio n weap o ns bill with a 
Ho u se mandate no t to accep t 
the Senate war deadline. 
"That’s the o nly v o te that 
co u nts,” Hebert said. 
Senate D em o cratic leader 
Mike Mansfield o f Mo ntana, au ­ 
tho r o f the amendment req u ir­ 
ing U.S. withdrawal fro m In­ 
do china in six mo nths if Ameri­ 
can p riso ners o f war are re­ 
leased, said “that’s their bu si­ 
ness” when asked abo u t the 
Ho u se actio n.

Germany ,

That means that Germany 
and Jap an mu st ex p o rt if they 
are to co me o u t o f their reces­ 
sio n. The United States, less de­ 
p endent o n fo riegn markets and 
su p p liers, can get o u t o f its jam 
by its o wn effo rts. Bu t the need 
to trade to liv e p u ts p ressu re o n 
the indu strial co u ntries—ex cep t 
France—to strike a bargain 
with the United States to o p en 


the American market to easy 
imp o rts. 
“ I do n’t think p eo p le realize 
ho w bad things are o v er there,” 
said William Wo lman, a v ice 
p resident o f First Natio nal City 
Bank. “What is go ing o n in the 
Co mmo n Market, fo r instance, 
wo u ld be called a recessio n 
any where else.” And things 
co u ld get wo rse u nless they are 
rep aired, in the v iew o f E. 
Do u glas Ho ward II, p resident o f 
the Niagara Share Co rp ., a $100- 
millio n mu tu al fu nd. 
Altho u gh the slo wdo wn is 
mo st marked in the indu strial 
co u ntries o f the wo rld, it is felt 
by their neighbo rs and in the 
u nderdev elo p ed co u ntries. As 


sho rt-time wo rking sp reads in 
Germany , fo r instance, the fo r­ 
eign wo rkers in that co u ntry 
hav e less mo ney to send back 
ho me.

Traditionally Politics Played Down 
When High Court Candidates Picked 


HARRISBURG <AP) - Poli­ 
tics has traditionally been 
played down 
when 
Penn­ 
sylvanians pick candidates to 
sit in judgment on their highest 
courts. 
Somehow this old rule doesn’t 
seem as inviolate in 1971 as the 
campaign progresses for filling 
two seats on the State Supreme 
Court 
Perhaps it is because the 
court has been so much in the 
public eye this year as it passes 
judgment on various aspects of 
the new Democratic adminis­ 
tration of Gov Shapp Included 
in its decisions was one striking 
down an original effort to write 
a state income tax law that was 
constitutionally acceptable 
For another thing, the court 
as currently constituted con­ 
sists of six Republicans and one 
Democrat Republicans want to 
keep it that way and if they do. 
some leaders will construe it as 
reflecting public 
disenchant­ 
ment with the Shapp program 
This camp includes GOP 
State Chairman Clifford L 
Jones, who thinks many fellow 
Republicans who stayed home 
in 1970 or voted Democratic will 
be out in vast numbers to ex­ 
press their protests at the local 
level. Some of this, in the Jones 
view , will lap over into the only 
statewide contest on the Nov. 2 
ballot—that for Supreme Court. 
An administration spokesman 
contends "it is not logical to de­ 
clare any local race pertinent.” 
This source maintains that ju­ 
dicial contests by their very na­ 
ture stress individual qualifica- 


tions and personalities, not par­ 
ty orientation. 
“ Since all of the four candi­ 
dates are sitting judges,” he 
went on. "it would be a rather 
low estimate of the candidates 
to equate their qualifications for 
judicial robes on party affilia­ 
tion.” 
Commonwealth Court Judge 
Louis J Manderino comes close 
to sounding a political note 
when he counsels the election of 
two Democrats to give the court 
“ balance." Manderino and 
Judge Robert N. C. Nix Jr. of 
Philadelphia common pleas 
court are the Democratic nom­ 
inees 
The seven-member court is 
currently composed of six Re­ 
publicans and one Democrat, 
Justice Michael J. Eagen. Poli­ 
tics is so subordinated, howev­ 
er. that the affiliation of the jus­ 
tices is not even identified in the 
Pennsylvania Manual. 
The November contest in­ 
volves the seats of retiring Chief 
Justice John C. Bell and that 
now occupied by incumbent 
Justice Alexander F. Barbieri. 
running for reelection on a 
ticket with President Judge 
George C. Eppinger of the 
Franklin County Court 
Judge Barbieri was appointed 
to the court as one of the last 
official acts of former Gov. 
Raymond P. Shafer to fill a va­ 
cancy. It was created by the 
death of Justice Herbert B Co­ 
hen of York, the only other 
Democrat on the appellate 
bench Judge Barbieri has been 
involved in court actions vir­ 


tually ever since, 
including 
challenges by the current ad­ 
ministration 
of 
Shafer’s 
authority to make the ap­ 
pointment. 
Justice Barbieri’s latest vic­ 
tory came only a few days ago 
when his right to be listed on the 
Constitutional Party ticket was 
affirmed by the appellate court. 
His colleague, Judge Epping­ 
er, was nominated by the Con­ 
stitutionalists at the May pri­ 
mary and at a party convention 
last summer the third party’s 
ticket was completed with the 
selection of Justice Barbieri. 
The Democrats went to court to 
keep Barbieri off that ticket. 
The Democrats were upset 
because 
whatever 
Con­ 
stitutional Party votes the two 
Republicans get will be lumped 
with their GOP ballots. The 
benefits would be difficult to 
gauge, but whatever Con­ 
stitutional ballots they get are 
bound to be a plus factor 
However little the governor’s 
office may attach to the Novem­ 
ber results as a test of Shapp’s 
personal prestige, he has been 
making considerable political 
hay around the state these last 
few weeks. 
He is popping up at all sorts of 
party functions and fund-rais­ 
ing affairs. His office has an ex­ 
planation. He got behind with 
his speech-making and personal 
appearances during the pres­ 
sures of getting his legislative 
program adopted. 
That program, of course, in­ 
cluded the new 2.3 per cent flat 
income tax, which Republicans 


are counting upon to influence 
the election results. 
Without stressing the political 
aspects of the case, Repub­ 
licans also are quick to call at­ 
tention to the fact that the Su­ 
preme Court is the “ court of last 
resort” which can undo acts 
which have been signed, sealed 
and delivered by the legislature 
and the governor. That was the 
case when the court struck 
down the first 3.5 per cent 
graduated income tax because 
it violated the uniformity clause 
of the state Constitution. 


Viewed in the collective 
sense, Republican spokesman 
Jones is looking to the local 
contests for mayor, a vacant 
seat in the U. S. House of 
Representatives, one in the 
state House, and control of the 
county courthouses for clues to 
the big election coming up in 
1972. 
It is hard to come by any 
claims from seasoned politi­ 
cians on the outcome of the 
Philadelphia mayor’s race, the 
centerpiece of this year’s mu­ 
nicipal elections. 
Factors may be at work there 
between Democrat Frank Rizzo 
and Republican Thacher Long- 
streth which have no bearing on 
how the wind blows in the bal­ 
ance of Pennsylvania. 
Yet the size of the turnout and 
the majority rolled up in Phila­ 
delphia, which is top-heavy with 
Democrats on the registration 
books, might very well in­ 
fluence the outcome of the 
statewide races.

Antibiotics 
Don’t Decrease 
Infections 


ATLANTIC CITY. N.J. (AP) 
— Despite the use of antibiotics 
for more than 25 years, the in­ 
cidence of infections in persons 
with wounds from injury or op­ 
erations has not decreased, a 
leading expert on infection re­ 
ported Tuesday. 


In fact, he said, antibiotics 
therapy may actually have in­ 
creased the number and com­ 
plexity of problems of in­ 
fections. 


The study of infection was re­ 
ported by Dr William A. Alte- 
meier. a bacteriologist and sur­ 
geon. to the 57th annual clinical 
congress of the American Col­ 
lege of Surgeons. He is a mem­ 
ber of the Center of the Com­ 
prehensive Study of Trauma at 
the University of Cincinnati 
Medical school. 


“ After the general use of 
modern antibiotic therapy for 
more than a quarter of a centu­ 
ry." Altemeier said, “ it has be­ 
come apparent that the over-all 
incidence of infection in the 
trauma (wound or injury) 
patient has not been decreased, 
that many related problems are 
still with us, and that the pat­ 
tern of surgical infections is 
changing ” 
One estimate of the cost in 
dollars alone of wound in­ 
fections is this country during 
1967 was a minimum of $9.8 bil­ 
lion. he said.

Nations a representative forum of all the 
great 
nations is som ething 
beyond 
questions of American politics or the short­ 
term interests of either Washington or 
Peking 
It is a question for the nations to decide 
on its merits. After all. even John Foster 
Dulles, the theological arch itec t of 
America's policy of containment in Asia, 
wrote in the early fifties that the United 
Nations must represent the world as it is 
and not just the world as we would like it to 
be In fact, he added, we do not like the 
expansion of Communism in China at all. 
but if the Communists actually control it, 
then they should be in the United Nations. 
As a m atter of fact, it was precisely this 
argument by Dulles that long ago began to 
appeal to Richard Nixon’s pragmatism 
and undoubtedly contributed to his bold 
initiative to “ normalize” relations with 
Communist China. But here again, his 
sense of politics and his sense of history

WASHINGTON- The smell of scandal 
is blowing in from Micronesia far out in the 
Pacific. The ugly odor could forebode 
serious 
trouble 
on 
islands 
w here 
Americans fought some of the bloodiest 
battles of World War II. 
More than 10.000 islands are scattered 
like dust specks throughout the Pacific. 
Exactly 2.141 of them, known collectively 
as Micronesia, are ruled by the U.S. 
These islands, like idle volcanoes, have 
been quiet since World War II But now 
that the U.S. is pulling back from Asia, 
military leaders are quietly eyeing the 
Pacific islands as a forward line of 
defense. Secret proposals are already 
under study to establish new bases in the 
Pacific. 
But the U.S. tragically has botched its 
trusteeship of Micronesia A succession of 
political 
hacks 
from 
the 
States 
has 
governed the islands, often in the manner 
that Northern carpetbaggers ruled the 
South after the Civil War 
Today, many islanders who hailed their 
liberation from the Japanese nearly three 
decades ago would prefer to have the 
Japanese back 
The Interior Department, which ad­ 
ministers Micronesia, has gotten wind of 
the distant scandal and has sent in­ 
vestigator Ivan Kestner to find out w hat’s 
brewing 
He has received an earful of 
charges Here are just a few of them 
GROSS IRREGULARITIES’ 
-Since the end of World War II, the 
U.S. has spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars throughout 
the trust territory. 
However, the money has been largely- 
squandered. and the Micronesians have 
received only minimum benefits. “Gross 
irregularities” have been alleged in the 
administration of government contracts. 
These include illegal change orders that 
have benefitted favored con tracto rs. 
There has also been too little monitoring of 
construction contracts 
--High C om m issioner E dw ard E 
Johnston, formerly a Republican hanger- 
on in Hawaii, allegedly “ has used his office 
to support his various business interests 
and the business interests of his friends 
and associates.” He has also been accused 
of neglecting his duties and lording it over 
the natives. 
--Both the high commissioner and his 
top law officer, Richard Miyamoto, have 
been charged with violating the basic 
principles of contracting. One contract 
inspector. Robert Meyer, reported several 
serious contract violations, but he was 
ignored or overruled so often that last 
month he resigned in disgust. Cited as 
“ typical" of what's going on in the islands 
is the case of a procurement official who 
three years ago was a low-paid clerk but 
now 
alledgedly owns 
three expensive 
houses on Guam 
These are just a few of the charges 
Kestner is investigating -- charges of 
course, that haven't been proven and that 
Johnston and Miyamoto have denied.

WASHINGTON WHIRL 
Ecology Be Damned - House Interior 
Chairman Wayne Aspinall, D-Colo., is 
asking the taxpayers for $133.995 to show 
that strip mining and oil drilling is good for 
the environment. He hired New York 
lawyer Edward Weidenfall as a committee 
consultant to help mastermind the cam ­ 
paign. In a confidential, 12-page memo, 
Weidenfall proposed holding hearings on 
oil, gas. coal and other sources of energy. 
This is a subject that has been neglected 
by Congress. But Weidenfall’s memo is 
heavy on how the public should swallow 
the demands of the energy industry and 
short on what strip mining and oil spills 
will do to the ecology. Weidenfall also 
proposes press conferences and off-the- 
record briefings: for the old Colorado 
pepper pot to promote the oil-gas-coal side 
of the ecology issue. 
Money for Mills -- House Ways and 
Means Chairman Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., 
grumped to friends the other day that he 
was “ going broke” traveling around the 
country to make speeches. With an eye on 
the White House, he has been accepting 
just about every speaking engagement he 
can get He has received “ thousands of 
offers” of financial help, he said, to 
finance his unannounced p resid en tial 
campaign But so far he has turned down 
all contributions.

"For the salvation of the Republic, the 
military forces have decided that it is 
necessary for General Batista to with 
draw ." 
Word had reached Havana that a 
trainload of governm ent troops had 
refused to disembark to fight a small band 
of rebels commanded by Major Ernesto 
Guevara He had taken Las Villas with 
ease, and then fought his way through the 
streets of Santa Clara His superior.

HARRISBURG—Ticking away in the 
Rules Committee of the State Senate is 
another in a series of death penalty 
bombshells which periodically burst on the 
Commonwealth scene 
This one is in the form of a Resolution 
submitted by Senator Richard A. Snyder of 
Lancaster County in which he severely 
criticizes G overnor Shapp for par­ 
ticipating as a “ friend of the court” in an 
action before the U.S. Supreme Court to 
abolish capital punishment. 
The pros and cons of executions can be 
argued from now to doomsday but two 
sidelights of the Governor’s recent action 
would seem to bear perusal 
First, 
insofar 
as 
this 
column 
can 
determine, there w as no advance (or even 
subsequent) 
notification 
from 
the 
(Jovernor’s office to his constituents (the 
people of Pennsylvania ) that he was 
taking this important step 
portant step 
Secondly, there is the Governor's oft- 
repeated resolve that no one will die in the 
electric chair while he is in office. 
Both of those sidelights bear inspection 
from the standpoint of Milton J. Shapp the 
Governor of Pennsylvania and not from 
the standpoint of Milton J. Shapp. private 
citizen 
For in his capacity as a private in­ 
dividual. Mr Shapp has unquestionable 
right to his own opinion since after all, this 
is a basic, inherent right of all Americans 
But it's a different ballgame when his 
actions stem from his position as the 
elected Governor of Pennsylvania's 12- 
million citizenry 
Seemingly, it is almost axiomatic that 
Governor Shapp owed it to the people he is 
governing to reveal that he was about to 
take this very important step regarding a 
highly emotional issue. (After all, the 
signature of the Governor of the third 
largest state in the country would ob­ 
viously carry important weight ir. the eyes 
of even such an august body as the U.S. 
Supreme Court ) 
But even more crucial perhaps is the 
question of how will the personal objection 
of Citizen Shapp toward the death penalty 
square with the sworn allegiance of 
(iovernor Shapp to carry out the law of 
the Commonwealth’* 
For no individual feelings, whether they 
be the Governor's or any other Penn­ 
sylvanian s. can wipe the death penalty off 
the books of Pennsylvania law—that can 
be done only by an act of the legislature or 
by court ruling 


Considering the fact that all the State 
R epresentatives and half the S tate 
Senators w ill be up for re-election < at least 
those who wish to) next year, it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful that they would consider 
repeal nowor even later during the Shapp 
Administration 


So it would appear that of the two 
alternatives, a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
abolishing the death penalty would come 
before State Legislature repeal 


But there are a little more than three 
years to go in the Shapp Administration 
and maybe another four years on top of 
that (if the Governor decides to run again 
and is re-elected). 


Does that mean that for the next three 
years (and possibly seven» the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania will 
abrogate his sworn duty’’ 


As Governor, Mr Shapp will of course 
have the final say when faced with the 
unenviable choice of whether an actual 
specific execution is to be carried out or 
not And if at that point he as Governor 
orders a halt, he will, of course, have acted 
totally within his official responsibility. 


But to declare in advance a blanket 
promise that no executions will be carried 
out during his administration—without 
even knowing the specifics of any of the 
cases—is something else indeed! 


Meanwhile, it will be interesting to see 
what happens (or doesn’t happen) to the 
Snyder Resolution The political facts of 
the matter are the State legislature and

Economic Stabilization Power

WASHINGTON -- Congress seem s 
inclined to enact some changes in the 
economic stabilization power President 
Nixon used to embark on his new economic 
ptjlicy. 
Some of the changes gathering support 
in the “banking” committees of Congress 
would restrict the authority under which 
Mr Nixon imposed the wage-price freeze 
Aug 
15 The President called upon the 
same authority Oct. 7 when he outlined his 
Phase Two post-freeze plans to stabilize 
the economy. 
Other 
changes 
would 
enlarge 
the 
President's power. Most of these, too, 
appeared to have substantial support in 
the House and Senate “ banking" com­ 
mittees, 
which 
were 
to 
handle 
the 
legislation. Committee approval would 
give any changes a strong chance - though 
not assurance - of enactment. 
Economic Phase Two 
In a dram atic policy shift, Mr. Nixon 
undertook his new program to stabilize 
and 
stim u la te 
the 
econom y 
under 
authority granted him by the Economic 
Stabilization Act Congress passed the law 
in 1970 and extended it earlier this year 
until April 30, 1972. The law empowered 
him to control wages, salaries, prices and 
rents. 
In outlining Phase Two, Mr. Nixon said 
he would ask 
Congress for a one-year 
extension of the Act and for authority to 
control interest rates and dividends. He 
also urged swift passsage of his tax bill, 
which was designed to speed up economic 
growth The House passed the bill Oct. 6. 
Although the President proposed to 
move against “ windfall” profits -- large 
profits accruing as a result of controlled 


wages and costs - by requiring price 
rollbacks. Mr. Nixon made it clear that he 
would not ask for profit controls Higher 
profits, he said, would confer economic 
benefits on everyone 
One Likely Change 
Among 
efforts 
to 
re s tric t 
the 
President’s power, the best chance of 
approval was given to a proposal to in­ 
corporate into the law the Wage Board and 
the Price Commission -- the key ad­ 
ministrative bodies in the structure Mr 
Nixon devised to stabilize the economy 
As this idea was generally conceived, 
the boards would be established by an 
amendment to the Act. Their members 
would be appointed by the President, 
subject to confirmation by the Senate. 
Their powers would be assigned 
As an embellishment,criteria might be 
prescribed - such as productivity and the 
cost of living, in the case of wages - which 
the boards should apply in establishing 
guidelines for various industries. 
The am en d m e n t would m eet the 
criticism, accepted by many in Congress, 
that broad economic power should not be 
exercized by bodies that were not elected, 
not established by law and not confirmed. 
It also would prevent any future move by 
Mr. Nixon to change the makeup or the 
authority of the boards. 
Dividends and Profits 
Another proposal was to add to the law 
authority for the President to control in­ 
terest rates, dividends and profits and 
require Mr. Nixon to invoke all the 
authority at once or not at all. 
This would meet two of organized 
labor’s chief criticisms of the President's 
program -- that profits were not controlled 
and that the current freeze was being 
applied unevenly and unfairly to different 


sectors ot the economy, particularly to 
labor House committee sources said the 
proposal had some support there 
Sen 
William Proxmire of Wisconsin 
intnxluced a-bill to restrict the President 
to use of selective controls. Proxmire s bill 
would permit controls only in industries 
(such as automobile manufacturing) with 
independent power to raise prices despite 
market conditions and those (such as 
health services) with a shortage of trained 
personnel, facilities or other resources. 
Additions to Law 
Favorable congressional action was 
virtually assured on several additions to 
the law 
These were expected to be 
requested by the President 
They in­ 
cluded : 
4-Standby 
authority 
to 
control 
dividends, which 
Mr 
Nixon said 
he 
probably would not need but would ask for 
as a safeguard 
4-Judicial review , through a panel of 
sitting federal judges, to reduce 
the 
likelihood of conflicting rulings on wage 
and price cases in federal courts. 
4-Subpoena power, to strengthen the 
Pay Board and the Price Commission 
-»-Authorization of funds, to finance 
the activities of the boards and com ­ 
mittees operating the program 
In addition. a provision added to the Act 
this year, which forbade application of 
controls to a single industry, was con­ 
sidered likely to be repealed 
Mr Nixon's request for authority over 
interest rates was expected to meet some 
opposition on grounds that he had been 
given authority over credit in a 1969 Act 
but had not used it.

dividends plus capital gains. 
DO NOT, in fact, settle for a 
return per year of less than 9 
per cent. 
For it’s a cinch for you to get 6 
per cent in savings certificates 
available at any financial in­ 
stitution around the corner. You 
easily can get 7>/* to 8 per cent 
on high-grade utility obligations 
in the open market. In savings 
certificates you need not worry 
about price fluctuations at all. 
And in high-grade bonds, you’ll 
certainly 
have 
greater 
protection 
against 
price 
declines than in stocks. 
DO NOT in essence, risk your 
money in stocks for less than 
you can get merely from the 
current level of interest rates! 
This is the advice to you from 
George Johnston, president, 
and James McCullough, senior 
vice president, of Scudder, 
Stevens & Clark, one of the 
world’s 
oldest 
and 
most 
prestigious investment counsel 
firms. 
During a private luncheon 
meeting 
last 
week, 
both 
Johnston 
and 
McCullough 
agreed that we have entered a 
new phase for the stock market 
in which the ground rules for 
capital gains will be far more 


demanding than in the 1950s and 
1960s. 
Right now, negative factors 
for stocks are uncertainties 
about currency rates; 
the 
likelihood that curbing of in­ 
flation also will put limits on 
corporate profits in general; the 
prospect that enormous needs 
for capital throughout this 
decade will put a floor under 
interest rates.

If you are an aggressive 
businessman: Scudder would 
have you 75 per cent invested in 
common stocks “ because we 
believe we can get a return of 10 
per cent or somewhat more a 
year’’ and put the balance of 
your money in bonds and other 
income-bearing securities 
Johnston favors stocks “ close 
to 
the 
consumer” : 
food, 
cosmetics, wholesale furniture, 
bank stocks. 
If you are “ timid” or the 
proverbial widow and orphan: 
Johnston again underlines that 
minimum return you can get in 
savings and high-grade bonds. 
And under no circumstances 
would he suggest “ going second 


class” in any stocks these days. 
Both experts are optimistic on 
control of inflation, see the pace 
of rise in the cost of living down 
from 4.3 per cent this year to 
under 3 per cent next. Both also 
expect unemployment to be 
dow n to 5 per cent in ‘72 and 44 
per cent in ‘73 and predict that 
the productivity of our work 
force w ill be rising sharply next 
year 


Against

general 
economic background, “ the 
stock market and the bond 
market seem properly priced,” 
they conclude—and the task in 
the stock market is to pick out 
the issues that will substantially 
beat interest rates.

NEW YO RK-For the longest while the baseball cognoscente 
held firm to the conviction that the Baltimore Orioles were the 
best team in baseball They had everything in such extravagant 
quantities that they even looked to be an incipient dynasty in the 
same overwhelming pattern of the old Yankees From now on. 
though, any such Oriole fanciers will have grave difficulty in 
proving their theory 
The Baltimoreans were beaten in the World Series, four games 
to three, by a Pittsburgh Pirate team of questionable excellence 
Few ball clubs ever came into a World Series with the beautiful 
balance of the Orioles and this even includes those old time 
Yankees The Birds had strong hitting, a deft defense and the 
distinction of having four 20-game pitching winners, the first such 
grouping in half a century and the first ever in this post-season 
spectacular 
The Buccaneer musclemen offered baseball's best over all 
batting average and not much else They were only ordinary on 
defense and their pitching was so spotty as to scare no one except 
Pittsburgh rooters 
Hence every expert with a logical mind 
picked the Orioles to win with comparative ease Having a logical 
mind. I naturally selected the Birds to take it all in five games 
But what does logic have to do with the World Series0 That's 
when good pitching is supposed to contain good hitting and that s 
precisely what happened To the vast surprise of most observers, 
however, it worked in lioth directions In the first two games 
Baltimore’s superiority was so smothering that a four game 
sweep almost seemed inevitable When manager Danny Mur 
taugh wailed that no one had yet seen the real Pirates, few paid 
attention How could so hopelessly deficient a team do better0 
It could It did But the Murtaugh ancestors hail from a land 
where Con the Greyhound could outrun the wind and where Shaun 
the Bullock was so strong that he could hold himself out at arm s 
length 
It long has been suspected that Danny frequently enlists a 
troupe of leprechauns from County Mayo to work wonders for 
him Baseball historians tell us that Marse Joe McCarthy of the 
Yankees constantly communed with the Little People during the 
glory days of the Bronx Bombers So Murtaugh merely was 
following a successful practice. 
Perhaps some of that magical stardust was sprinkled on the 
Pirates. After the Baltimore phase they were transformed Outhit 
by the Orioles 2 to 1 in the first two games, the Buccaneers outhit 
their foe by a margin of more than 2 to 1 (actually it was 45 to 21)

their families, appeared at the

Pardee insisted he shouldn’t 
be singled out for his work 
against St. Louis, “ not when 
(comerbacks) Mike Bass and 
Pat Fischer shut out John Gil - 
liam, Mel Grey and Jackie 
Smith” of the Cards. “ And when 
the line is putting on a good 
rush, the linebackers can drop 
and try for the interception.”

helicopter pad on a hospital roof 
in the middle of a center city 
skyscraper complex. It ’s a 
lifesaver, especially for the 
newborn 
Thomas Jefferson University 
Hospital, founded 148 years ago 
by what is the largest and one of 
the oldest private medical 
colleges in America, is starting 
the chopper ambulance to 
provide swift help for accident 
victims and premature babies. 
It is located six blocks from 
historic Independence Hall 
“Traveling crowded high­ 
ways from outlying areas may 
cause a delay in reaching thè 
hospital." says Dr Francis J. 
Sweeney, 
jr., 
Jefferson’s 
director. “ It could spell the 
difference between life and 
death or irreversible damage ” 
Dr Mary Louise Soentgen. 
director of Jefferson's nursery, 
says time is essential in the life 
of a baby bom with problems. 
“ If these babies were cared 
for promptly, within an hour or 
two after birth in an intensive 
care nursery with 
highly 
specialized equipment and 
techniques, many 
who now 
survive with some degree of 
neurological damage, would 
instead be healthy children.” 
Dr Soentgen says 
She notes that 40,000 babies 
are born in the United States 
annually who weigh less than 
3' 2 pounds Half of these die and 
nearly half of those who survive 
have some type of 
brain 
damage 
‘‘Institutions go all out for the 
elderly, and for the heart 
patients.” Dr. Soentgen says. 
‘‘We 
must 
do everything 
possible—and speed is the 
prime first 
step—to give 
premature infants a whole 
lifetime of normal living.” 
This was why Jefferson's 
Women’s Board raised $85,000 
to launch the helicopter service 
which begins formally this 
week The chopper, serving 24 
hospitals in 
Pennsylvania. 
Delaware and New Jersey, will 
land on a 14th floor roof 
Sweeney says the pad, 39 by 


48 feet, is reinforced to permit 
landings without disturbing 
patients on floors below. The 
chopper, able to carry four 
passengers and pilot, can land 
in winds up to 25 miles per hour 
A high rim surrounds the 
padto prevemt spilled fuel from 
falling into the street below.

The emotion of the vice presi­ 
dent’s visit to the place where 
his father was bom was evident 
in his face as he stood in a sand* 
floored 
soccer stadium 
and 
spoke of his Greek heritage. 
It could be read as he placed a 
wreath draped in 
American 
flags at a family grave site, and 
as 
he 
visited 
the 
Anag- 
nostopoulos family home.a nar­ 
row two-story building of white 
stucco 
Near the arched doorway he 
dedicated a plaque “ at my 
great grandfather’s home in 
commemoration of my origins 
here and in honor of the Greek 
inheritance in which so many 
other 
Americans 
proudly 
share." 
It was a day of flag waving, 
folk dancing in the village 
square, and a luncheon of roast 
veal and fruits in honor of the 
vice president. 
Along with 
the sentiment, 
there was evidence of the politi­ 
cal aspects of Agnew’s visit to 
Greece. Premier George Pa- 
padopoulos flew with him by Air 
Force jet and helicopter to the 
village overlooking the Ionian 
Sea 
.An 
Agnew 
aide who was 
present during the vice presi­ 
dent's talks with Papadopoulos 
in Athens said no commitments 
on U.S. military aid to Greece 
were reached there. 
The aide said the discussions 
did not cover such specific 
items but were a general dis­ 


cussion of the need for a strong 
alliance in the North Atlantic’s 
Treaty Organization. 
The population of Gargalianoi 
is listed at 7.000 but many times 
that 
number 
flooded 
the 
stadium, streets, balconies and 
squares of the town. 
Agnew shook hands, smiled 
and waved 
He speaks no 
Greek, but the sentiment was 
clear in any language. 
It was perhaps most evident 
as Agnew spoke of his late fa­ 


ther. born in Gargalianoi as 
Theofrastes Spyros Anagnosto- 
poulos He anglicized his name 
after emigrating to the United 
States. 69 years ago. He died in 
1963 


Agnew was accompanied by 
his wife, two daughters and a 
cousin.

HARRISBURG (A P) - The 
chairman of the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee 
predicts 
out-of-state 
college 
students, 
now considered Pennsylvania 
voting residents, will soon be 
clamoring for resident tuition 
rates at state supported schools. 
“This will cost the Common­ 
wealth $10,637,672 next year,” 
Sen. Benjamin R. Donolow, D- 
Philadelphia, said Tuesday, 
attacking last month’s opinion 
by the attorney general to allow 
college students 
to 
vote 
on 
campus. 


“The right to vote is the high­ 
est 
privilege of citizenship,” 
Donolow said, “So how can 
lesser privileges be denied9 ” 
Peter Brown, deputy attorney 
general 
who worked 
on 
the 
opinion, commented later that 
tuition residency requirements 
would not be a problem. Schools 
owned or financially related to 
the state offer lower fees to 
residents of Pennsylvania. 
“That opinion only dealt with 
student 
residence for

purposes and did not deal with 
tuition remission,” Brown said.

“ It is a practice which grew 
its roots more than 200 years 
ago when taverns often were the

Industrial 
Development 
Bill Passes 


HARRISBURG (AP) - A bill 
to expand industrial develop­ 
ment in Pennsylvania passed 
the House 160-32 Tuesday and 
went to the Senate. 


The m easure would expand 
coverage of the state's indus­ 
trial development law to include 
projects related to tourism and 
recreation, such as ski com ­ 
plexes and summer resorts. 


It 
also 
would 
expand 
coverage 
to 
com m ercial 
manufacturing concerns. 


The Pennsylvania Industrial 
Development Authority could, 
under the bill, grant loans up to 
55 per cent of a project cost for 
polliiion control research The 
current limit is 45 per cent. 


Public utilities, railroad com ­ 
panies and mining companies 
would become eligible for pollu­ 
tion research loans. 


Another provision would per­ 
mit local development author­ 
ities to enter into agreements 
for construction and furnishing 
of commercial and office build­ 
ings, and buildings for service 
industries. This would enable 
developers to go into a project 
at three points under the going 
rate of interest on loans.

Community 
College Subsidy 
Hiked To $1200 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
House passed 179-7 and sent the 
Senate Tuesday a bill to in­ 
crease the state’s subsidy to 
community colleges from $1,000 
to $1,200 a student. 


The hike is designed to make 
the state’s payment equal to 
one-third of a college’s operat­ 
ing costs. Because of increased 
expenses at the schools, the 
state payment no longer totals 
one-third. 


For the summer term, state 
reimbursements would be in­ 
creased from $500 to $600 a 
student. 


All administrative personnel 
in the schools would become 
eligible for either the public 
school em ployes’ retirem en t 
system, 
the 
state 
employes 
retirement plan or an indepen­ 
dent system. 


The bill also allows the state 
to defer one-half the cost of 
leased or rented capital equip­ 
ment and furniture used for 
instructional adm inistrative 
purposes 


The House also passed, 167-20, 
a bill to increase grants made 
by the Commonwealth to county 
health boards. The grants would 
go from 75 cents to $1 50 for 
each person served. 


The goal is to further local 
community interest in creating 
county and regional health of­ 
fices. 
sponsors 
said. 
County 
health offices deal with prob­ 
lems on a community basis, and 
thus can be more effective in 
many areas than a statewide 
program, they said.

SLEEPLESS N IGHTS 
Most people get more sleep than they realize In­ 
somnia exists when the individual lies awake for hours 
and feels irritable and tired the next day. After several 
nights of this, the victim may resort to a sleeping pill or 
alcohol. Drug dependence is likely to develop unless the 
cause of sleeplessness is corrected 
Insomnia, the most common sleep disorder, is 
inusual in children Before the age of 50. many people 
have trouble getting to sleep. After 50. remaining asleep is 
a problem 
Psychological causes of insomnia are far more 
prevalent than are the physical These are easy to come 
by considering the constant barrage of bad news we hear 
over the various communications media Every day there 
are crises, including rumors of war. overpopulation, 
pollution, poverty, racial unrest, violence, crime and 
nuclear annihilation 
Those with “thin hides 'm ay have other problems of a 
personal nature or are suffeiring from serious psychiatric 
disturbances Still others are plagued with obsessive 
thoughts that run full circle and never seem to let up 
D epression from despair, sadness, loneliness, 
rejection or loss of a loved one are common causes of 
insomnia. Depressed people are fatigued when they go to 
bed and tired when they get up They sleep soundly for 
three to five hours and then are wide awake for the 
remainder of the night Neurotics may also complain of 
insomnia but neglect to mention that they nap during the 
day. 
Sedatives are among the best sellers in the drug in 
dustry. However, research has demonstrated that the 
barbiturates and certain tranquilizers interfere with 
REM sleep—the period when dreaming occurs. (Dreams 
seem to enhance the quality of sleep i We now know which 
sedatives do not do this. The best include chloral hydrate. 
Dalmane. methaqualone, diazepam and Librium 
A 
research product. L-tryptophan also has this quality.

The plot is an old one It is the same plot that has 
saved

civilizations .‘‘The Presentation of a Countries Art 
Forms to Its Peoples ” It would seem that this 
would be the easiest thing in the world to do. 
Provide areas for artists to display their wares and 
the opportunity for the people to view the artists 
reactions to their way of life and “ Voila" we have 
the ideal way for man to intellectually keep in 
contact with his own progress To view the works of 
twentieth century painters from all over the world 
means that we can understand life in other coun­ 
tries as well as our own. To listen to music com­ 
posed by men and women of other countries is to 
feel the life spirit and to compare it with your own, 
To realize you are different and alike unto all men. 
Art galleries have become places to be seen in and 
to meet people who are considered “ with it." Not to 
experience an alliance with the times past or 
present Concert halls are now a place to be seen 
and not to listen 


In the nineteen twenties, here in Warren Mrs. 
William Robertson and her daughter Jean along 
with Miss Ethel McCray were among the first to 
realize that this area rated an artistic contact with 
the outer world other than the phonograph record 
and the radio The most outstanding artists to be 
presented at that time were Jose F. and Rosa Leh- 
vine who were later to become the most influential 
individuals involved in the piano curriculum at the 
Juilliard School of Music in New York City. 


Your leading lady. Mrs. DeFreees can remember 
her music teacher Miss Anna K. Knowlton taking 
her to the Woman's Club Auditorium to hear the 
great Australian pianist. Percy Grainger. What an 
accomplishment for a town the size of what Warren 


must have been then. One of the world’s greatest 
pianist-composers here for all to listen to. 
Wars do strange things to people, like kill them 
and their ambitions; allow them to think only of 
meager survival and such. So was the effect of 
World War II on the Warren concert series. 
In 1*H8 the Jaycees revived the concert series 
with the presentation of the Vienna Choir Boys. To 
my way of thinking an excellent choice and the 
membership soared beyond all expectations So 
much that they had to engage the Library Theatre 
that year to accommodate the appreciative audien­ 
ces That was the year Patrice Munsell; Robert 
Merrill and the Pittsburgh Symphony were also 
presented. It is also very strange the way the few 
think about the many and the multitude hardly stop 
to realize to whom their enjoyment is responsible 
and again the enthusiasm waned In 1961 the series 
was about to discontinue when a group of in­ 
dependent 
citizens, 
headed by 
Mrs. 
Francis 
Ericcson and Mrs. John Wendell sponsored the 
drive 
Again their choice was top draw: Rise 
Stevens and Leonard Rose. They even brought in 
outside promoters to assist them in their selection of 
programs and wound up doing all the work them­ 
selves anyway. Surveys were made of the audiences 
as to their preferences. The result was orchestras, 
choral groups and other largely personelled at­ 
tractions These cost money. There must be almost 
a unanimous decision in a community this size to 
bring a full symphony orchestra or a full chorus 
here Because of the lack of radio exposure to the 
smaller artistically musical groups such as strong 
quartets, brass ensembles, saxophone quartets, 
madrigal singers, violin, piano, cello trios and the 
like, the request for such groups was at a bare 
minimum. 


When the record industry wanted to sell their 
latest “ Rock and Roll,” “ Folk Rock” ; etc. they 
used the medium of radio to do it. We are a com­ 
munity with a radio station and a community that 
professes to want the finer things in life for our 
families. (This also includes our children.) Yet we 
have only one program that exposes our children as 
well as our adult population to the word old art of 
“ series composition.” I feel all composition is 
serious, but how can any one fully appreciate the 
new if he has no concept of the past. Tne result I 
have seen many times. He (the composer) thinks he 
is doing something that has never been done before 
and what is worse the public joins him in his 
opinion. This very obviously causes the neglect of 
history and what would we be without history. 
Change any second of it. Take out any second of it 
and we would be entirely different people because 
all is valid and should be understood. The pity of it 
all is that we are a small community with the spirit 
to harbor the concept of a concert series. Every 
child I come in contact with is scraping, blowing 
into, pounding on or in some manner try ing to get 
music out of some kind of instrument and I think it 
is appropriate that they should be exposed with 
equal representation to all kinds of music. There is 
a marvelous family spirit here in Warren and we 
should fully become involved. The Warren concert 
series is to be admired and most of all supported to 
the best of our abilities It is sad to say this is not 
always the case. For instance, out of several hun­ 
dred college students on campus here there are less 
than twenty five tickets sold among them. I con­ 
sulted my youth choirs as to how many were going 
to the concert tonight to hear the Bulgarian 
Childrens Chorus and I got no hands. 


Charles Tranter handles the business for the 
organization and is in close contact with what is 
currently popular as well as what is available for 
The Warren Concert Associations budget. 


Mr. Tranter came into the picture in 1948 when 
there had not been a current series for at most six 
years. The Jaycees had just organized and he was 
their first president. After the following waning 
years he was also among the revivers of the group 
in 1961 and has gone on to negotiate and advise the 
association as to what would be best in the selec­ 
tions of groups 


Barbara DeFrees a finished student of voice and 
piano also plays in the string section of the civic 
orchestra 
As president of the Association has 
spirited them on to continue in the fine selection of 
artists to be presented here. Her contact with the 
performing field and as an interested participant in 
the musical art has given the quality necessary to 
preserve a high standard. 


Tonight they present for you a most remarkable 
organization; The likes of which I would like to 
organize right here in Warren.
